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Councilor  O’Neil 
booed  at  rally 


Hundreds  gathered  at  a  City  Hall 
rally  for  racial  unity  booed  City  Coun¬ 
cilor  Albert  (Dapper)  O’Neil  off  the 
stage  as  he  criticized  the  media  and 
other  city  councilors  for  responding  to 
statements  he  made  disparaging  the 
Vietnamese  community  of  Dorchester. 

When  a  a  man  holding  a  sign  reading 
"For  Crissakes,  Dapper,  you  make  us 
sick!"  led  the  crowd  in  a  chant  demand¬ 
ing  ^m  apology  from  O’Neil,  the  Coun¬ 
cilor  yelled  back,  "I’m  glad  you’re  doing 
that,  because  you’re  not  winning, 
you’re  an  inciter."  When  O’Neil  main¬ 
tained  that  he  was  not  a  racist,  the 
crowd  responded  even  more  loudly, 
forcing  O’Neil  to  give  up,  and  walk  off 
the  stage. 

Hiep  Chu,  the  director  of  the  Viet¬ 
namese  American  Civic  Association 
(VACA)  invited  O’Neil  to  the  rally 
when  the  city  councilor  was  visiting  the 
Dorchester  Avenue  agency  last  week. 
Other  members  of  the  Vietnamese 
community  questioned  inviting  O’Neil 


when  it  became  clear  the  councilor  had 
no  intention  of  apologizing  for  his  anti- 
Asian  statements  made  while  leading 
the  Dorchester  Day  parade  on  June  7. 

At  a  break  in  the  Sunday  parade 
moving  through  Dorchester’s  Viet¬ 
namese  business  district,  O’Neil  had 
commented  to  Deputy  Superintendent 
Gerald  McHale,  "I  thought  I  was  in 
Saigon,  for  Chrissakes. . .  it  makes  you 
sick,  for  Chrissakes.  . .  I  told  them  I’d 
come  back  with  the  checks  tomorrow." 
O’Neil’s  statements  were  picked  up  on 
a  home  video  camera  and  broadcast  on 
WCVB-TV  (channel  5). 

Others  speaking  to  the  audience  of 
almost  two  hundred  Vietnamese, 
Latino,  African  American  and  Chinese 
American  supporters,  called  for  a 
reeognition  of  the  diversity  in  the  city, 
and  an  acknowledgment  of  the  con¬ 
tributions  persons  of  color  have  made 
to  Boston  and  Massachusetts.

Pro-democracy  funds  not  reaching  China

Horn's  after  the  Tiananmen  Square 
massacre  in  1989,  Boston  area  sup¬ 
porters  of  the  student  uprising  began 
raising  funds  to  aid  victims  in  Beijing 
and  promote  awareness  of  the  Chinese 
government’s  abuse  of  civil  rights. 

Those  responding  to  the  urgent  call 
expected  their  donations  to  pay  for 
victims’  funerals  or  for  sending  infor¬ 
mation  and  medical  supplies  into 
China,  as  some  fundraising  literature 
promised.  Three  years  later,  however, 
many  funds  have  either  been  directed 
to  other  groups  or  sit  imused  in  Boston 


banks. 

A  donation  to  the  China  Relief 
Fund,  for  example,  may  have  gone 
through  the  Greater  Boston  Chinese 
Culture  Association  (GBCCA),  the 
Chinese  Consolidated  Benevolent  As¬ 
sociation  (CCBA),  or  the  National  As¬ 
sociation  of  Chinese  Americans 
(NACA),  all  based  in  the  Boston  area. 
Eventually,  that  same  donation  may 
have  been  finally  routed  to  the  June 
Fourth  Foundation  or  the  Independent 
Federation  of  Chinese  Students 
(IFCS),  both  of  Washington,  D.C.  In 
the  end,  it  may  still  be  sitting  in  a  bank 
account,  paining  interest  for  no  clear 


purpose. 

Another  Boston-area  fundraising 
body,  the  Long  March  for  Democracy, 
held  its  more  than  $30,000  in  proceeds 
in  the  Walker  Ecumenieal  Center’s  ac¬ 
count  for  tax  exemption  purposes.  The 
Walker  Center,  in  the  meantime,  felt 
obliged  to  steer  a  portion  of  the  trust  to 
the  Democracy  for  China  Fund,  and 
were  also  accused  of  mishandling 
another  portion.  After  a  year-long  dis¬ 
pute  over  those  transactions.  Long 
March  requested  that  Walker  transfer 
the  money  to  IFCS. 

With  good  intentions,  groups  such 


as  the  China  Relief  Fund  and  the  Long 
March  for  Democracy  were  formed  in 
response  to  news  footage  of  Beijing 
citizens  and  students  surrounded  by 
tanks,  shot  and  beaten  by  soldiers.  In 
their  outrage  and  passion,  many  ac¬ 
tivists  in  Boston  neither  took  the  time 
to  obtain  proper  tax  identification 
codes,  nor  knew  how  to  slip  money  and 
supplies  past  China’s  bureaucracy  and 
into  the  hands  of  those  who  needed  it. 

Fund  Relieved 

The  China  Relief  Fund  was  molded 
from  the  May  Fourth  Foundation  by

From  the  simple  to  the  profound 

"LiVi/ig  in  America^^  art  exhibit

The  question  this  exhibit  in¬ 
tends  to  answer,  "What  hap¬ 
pens  to  someone  who  is 
bi-cultural?"  generates  a  burst 
of  possibilities.  These  well-ex¬ 
ecuted  installation  pieces, 
photos,  pottery,  paintings  and 
other  mixed  media  works 
reflect  many  varied,  uneven 
versions  of  "Living  in 
America."  It’s  a  strong  show 
with  more  than  a  few 
surprises. 

The  exhibit  features  the 
work  of  Asian  American  ar¬ 
tists,  and  is  the  highlight  of  a 
seasonal  celebration  of  Asian 
heritage  in  the  U.S.  Yet  being 
Asian  American  is  the  launch¬ 
ing  pad  rather  than  the  des¬ 
tination  for  these  artists, 
whose  works  nudge,  tease,  em¬ 


body,  and  even  leap  over  ques¬ 
tions  of  biculturalism. 

Accompanying  each  work 
is  an  artistic  statement  not  only 
about  the  specific  piece,  but 
also  about  the  2U'tist’s  concerns 
with  living  here  while  originat¬ 
ing  somewhere  else.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  Elaine  Sayoko  Yoneoka, 
president  of  the  Asian 
American  Artists  Association 
which  sponsored  the  show,  the 
original  theme  was  left  open  to 
the  ima^nation,  and  purpose¬ 
fully  phrased  to  invite  a  wide 
interpretation. 

The  first  floor  of  the  exhibit 
is  a  nod  to  the  more  earthly 
ways  of  living,  and  has  a  narra¬ 
tive  flow.  A  series  of  three 
domestic  scenes  by  Anna  Al¬ 
faro  line  the  wall  leading  to  the 
larger  gallery.  Preferring 


vibrant  oranges  and  greens, 
Alfaro’s  deft,  subtle  handling 
of  oil  captures  a  moving,  vital 
force  in  paintings  simply  titled, 
"Flowers  on  the  Table," 
"Kitchen  Clutter,"  and  "The 
Green  Window." 

Chia  Yang  Khang,  a 
Hmong  artist  living  in  Brock¬ 
ton,  has  rendered  the  ex¬ 
travagance  of  the  animal 
kingdom  in  her  large 
embroidered  fabric  work,  a 
pan  dau,  or  story  cloth.  The 
artform  originated  in  the  Thai 
refugee  camps  when  Hmong 
women  adapted  traditional 
stitchery  to  tell  the  exodus  of 
their  families  from  Laos 
during  the  Vietnam  War. 

In  this  piece,  Khang’s 
beautifully  stitched  peacocks,

Dear  Friends, 

For  almost  three  years,  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  serving  the 
Chinatown  community  as  En^ish  editor  of  Sampan.  This  issue  marks 
the  end  of  my  time  at  Sampan,  but  not  the  end,  I  hope,  of  our friendship. 
^  I  thank  you  all  for  welcoming  me  into  the  community,  guiding  me  with 
patience,  and  sharing  both  the  good  times  and  the  bad  ones.  Recently,  I 
flipped  through  back  issues  of  Sampan,  recalling  the  range  of  issues  the 
Asian  community  has  faced:  cuts  to  programs  for  immigrants  and 
refugees,  an  exit  ramp  running  through  Chinatown  *s  residential  district, 
threats  to  abolish  bilingual  education.  These  issues  are  not  resolved  yet; 
theyV  require  constant  vigilance  from  a  community  that  continues  to 
question  authority,  that  won*t  buckle  under  pressure.  You  know  it*s  not 
easy.  Fighting  the  good  fight  isn*t  always  triumphant  -  sometimes  it*s 
tedious  and  irritating.  But  I*ve  found  a  secret  cure  for  those  blues. 
Whenever  I  felt  the  struggle  for  social  justice  was  taking  too  long,  I  stopped 
yr  by  the  Chinatown  mural  on  Oak  and  Harrison,  and  Just  stood  there  a 
bit,  taking  in  that  winding,  beautiful  cloth  that  flows  from  a  Chinese 
garment  stitcheris  hands,  circles  around  a  group  of  Asians  protestingfor 
better  housing,  touches  kids  playing  volleyball,  residents  tilling  the  com¬ 
munity  garden,  children  listening  to  a  story.  For  such  hope  and  belief,  I 
have  you  to  thank.

State  Representative  Byron  Rush¬ 
ing  praised  the  Vietnamese 
community’s  immediate  response  to 
O’Neil’s  Dorchester  Day  outburst. 
Looking  toward  the  large  crowd  of 
Vietnamese  protesters,  Rushing 
reminded  them  that  O’Neil  has  made 
anti- African  American,  anti-gay,  and 
anti-Latino  comments  in  the  past,  ad¬ 
ding,  "You’re  the  first  ones  to  stand  up 
to  Wm." 

Phuoc  Nguyen,  a  Vietnamese 
electronics  engineer  wdio  led  the  chant 
demanding  an  apology  from  O’Neil, 
said  he  was  insidted  by  O’Neil’s  im¬ 
plication  in  the  words  "come  back  with 
the  checks"  that  all  Vietnamese  people 
are  on  welfare.  "Ten  years  ago  when  I 
came  here,  I  couldn’t  speak  the  lan¬ 
guage,  I  had  no  help,  not  even  a  bed," 
said  Nguyen. 

Another  Vietnamese  man,  Trong 
Doan,  said  O’Nefl  should  be  ashamed 
of  'M^t  he  had  said  instead  of  making 
the  Vietnamese  people  feel  ashamed. 
Doan  added  that  he  felt  a  resp>onsibility 
to  come  to  the  rally  and  speak  out 
against  racism.  "I’ve  only  been  here 
seven  months,  but  I  realize  we  have  a 
job  to  do.  In  my  country,  I  thought  that 
the  U.S.  was  a  paradise,  but  now  I  know 
it  means  responsibility." 

The  Vietnamese  community  of  Dor¬ 
chester  is  proud  of  its  contribution  to 
the  revival  of  the  neighborhood.  After 
years  of  underdevelopment,  Dor¬ 
chester  Avenue  is  blooming.  Over  40% 
of  the  small  groceries,  restaurants,  in¬ 
surance  agencies,  video  stores  in  Dor¬ 
chester  are  Vietnamese-owned. 

Nelson  Merced,  who  represents  the 
Field’s  Comer  area  of  Dorchester  in 
the  state  legislature  said,  "Dorchester 
Avenue  was  dying  until  the  Vietnamese 
community  invested  in  it.  I’m  proud  to 
represent  this  district." 

Less  then  46%  of  Vietnamese  new¬ 
comers  receive  federal  assistance. 
Most  Vietnamese  must  work  two  or 
three  jobs  to  support  their  families,  said 
Dang  Pham,  from  the  Massachusetts 
Office  of  Refugees  and  Immigrants 
(MORI).  In  addition,  cuts  to  the 
federal  cash  assistance  programs  have 
increasedin  the  last  few  years.  When  a 
refugee  comes  to  the  United  States, 
they  are  given  only  8  months  of  support. 
In  the  futme,  that  number  may  shrink 
to  only  a  few  weeks,  as  the  Office  for 
Refugee  Resettlement  becomes 
phased  out  under  the  Bush  administra¬ 
tion.

several  Boston  area  graduate  students 
inunediately  after  the  June  4th  mas¬ 
sacre.  As  stated  in  an  early  flyer,  the 
fund’s  main  goal  was  "to  provide  finan¬ 
cial  and  material  relief  to  the  families 
of  the  victims  ...  to  pay  for  the  cost  of 
funerals,  medical  treatment  and  sup¬ 
plies  and  . . .  the  loss  of  income  of  the 
victims." 

Because  the  China  Relief  Fund 
could  not  get  immediate  tax  exempt 


status,  chairman  Ed  Chiang  asked 
three  more  established  charities, 
GBCCA,  NACA,  and  CCBA,  to  take 
donations  on  its  behalf. 

As  of  May  1991,  when  the  China 
Relief  Fund  dissolved,  and  after  tax 
exemption  had  been  received,  the 
group  had  raised  $30,000,  according  to 
Chiang.  He  said  the  group  had  been 
able  to  send  between  $500  and  $1,000 
to  each  family  of  six  fatal  victims  of  the 
massacre.  "We  only  spent  interest,"  he 
added.  "We  never  touched  the  $30,000, 
and  so  we  transferred  $30,000  to  the 
June  Fourth  Foundation." 

Chiang  expressed  some  of  the 
ftnstration  in  not  being  able  to  use  the 
money  as  originally  intended.  "We  can¬ 
not  identify  vvfto  had  been  hurt,"  he 
said.  "And  we  cannot  send  the  money 
to  people  we  know  about,  like  Wang 
Dan,  t^o  have  been  jailed." 

Board  members  decided  to  dissolve 
the  China  Relief  Fimd  because  they 
could  not  figure  out  how  to  spend  the 
money.  Also,  by  that  time,  the  student 
founders  had  received  doctorates  and 
retreated  into  their  respective  careers. 

Most  of  the  $30,000  was  sent  to  the 
June  Fourth  Foundation,  because 
Chiang  said,  "Our  purpose  was  very 
narro>^  and  the  Jime  Fourth  bylaws 
were  identical  to  ours."  Citing  a  prob¬ 
lem  June  Foiuth  had  with  their  tax  ex¬ 
emption  code,  Chiang  stated  that,  after 
dissolution,  the  China  Relief  Fimd  sent 
a  remaining  $5,375  to  IFCS,  an  affiliate 
of  June  Foiuth. 

As  for  the  other  three  groups,  whose 
presidents  were  board  members  of  the 
China  Relief  Fund,  Chiang  recalled, 
'We  notified  the  three  organizations  to 
send  whatever  money  they  collected  to 
the  June  Fourth  Foundation. 

"But  none  of  them  transferred  any 
money  to  the  China  Relief  Fund.  The 
CCBA  chairman  told  me  that  they  did 
not  collect  any  money.  GBCCA  said 
they  collected  some  money  -  I  think 
around  $9,000  -  but  they  never  trans¬ 
ferred  it  to  us.  NACA  told  us,  because 
their  members  donated  the  money,  that 
they  expanded  the  scope  of  their  work 
and  spent  their  money  on  seminars  and 
other  things." 

GBCCA  president  Edward  Soong 
recently  sent  a  letter  asking  donors  to 
reclaim  a  total  of  $12,000  given  to 
GBCCA  on  behalf  of  the  China  Relief 
Fund.  The  letter  stated  that  the  fund 
account  will  be  closed  by  June  15,  and 
that  any  remaining  funds  will  be  ac¬ 
cepted  as  a  donation  to  the  GBCCA. 

Former  NACA  president  Michael 
Wong  beUeved  that  $1000  raised  within 
NACA  was  an  independent  effort.  The 
money  went  toward  seminars  on  pro¬ 
democracy  activities,  said  Wong. 

Current  NACA  president  Chris 
Poon,  likewise,  is  unsure  about  the 
status  of  the  funds.  He  said,  "Usually, 
\v4ien  we  did  some  fundraising  for  the 
China  Relief  Fund,  that  money  goes 
directly  to  the  Red  Cross,  or  to 
whatever  sources. 

"Ultimately,  I  don’t  know  where  the 
funds  were  turned  over.  It  was  tiumed 
over  to  some  sort  of  fund.  I  don’t  know." 


Poon  concluded,  "Why  would  we  raise 
money  and  spend  it  on  other 
programs?  I  think  that’s  totally  absurd." 

March  Shortened 

Similarly,  the  Long  March  for 
Democracy  was  set  up  by  the  China 
Foundation,  soon  after  the  massacre  at 
Tiananmen  Square.  During  a  1989 
pledgewalk  the  group  raised  at  least 
$30,000. 

The  Walker  Ecumenical  Center  was 
asked  to  hold  the  earnings  while  Long 
March  applied  for  tax  exempt  status.  In 
September  1990  Sampan  reported  that 
the  Walker  Center  misplaced  $7,500 
raised  by  Long  March,  which  has  since 
been  recovered. 

Last  September  1991,  an  attorney 
representing  Long  March  had  asked 
the  Walker  Center  to  transfer  their 
funds  to  the  June  Fourth  Foundation. 
At  that  time  the  lawyer  disputed  $3,000 
that  Walker  Director  Gordon  Schultz 
had  sent  to  the  Democracy  for 
Freedom  Fund  with  a  Long  March  for 
Democracy  check. 

Schultz  is  no  longer  with  the  Walker 
Center,  but  current  director  Richard 
Yeo  said,  "The  money  has  been  dis¬ 
persed  to  IFCS  at  the  request  of  the 
Long  March  committee." 

Though  Yeo  would  not  specify  the 
amount  transferred,  a  board  member 
of  Long  March,  Chung-Chi  Che, 
agreed  that  the  Walker  Center  has 
since  forwarded  the  funds  to  IFCS,  and 
that  the  question  of  $7,5000  has  been 
answered.  However,  Che  maintains 
that  Walker  still  owes  Long  March 
$3,000. 

Regarding  the  $3,000  check,  Yeo 
responded  over  the  phone,  'We’ve  ex¬ 
ecuted  om  responsibility  for  this  ac¬ 
count." 

Che  added  that  his  group  is  no 
longer  raising  money,  but  is  seeking 
ways,  with  the  help  of  IFCS,  to  spend  it. 
Long  March  recently  spent  its  first  $300 
in  sponsoring  a  cancUelight  vigil  at  Har¬ 
vard  University  June  4. 

Weilin  Detuned 

The  Wang  Weilin  Scholarship 
Fund,  named  for  the  man  captured  on 
film  who  stood  in  front  of  a  moving  tank 
at  Tiananmen  Square,  was  established 
to  encourage  local  Chinese- 
Americans,  particularly  Chinatown 
residents,  to  study  governmental 
science. 


After  a  1990  benefit,  the  group 
raised  $4,789  which  still  sits  in  the 
Shawmut  Bank  vaults. 

Yon  Lee,  a  co-chair  of  the  scholar¬ 
ship  fund,  and  the  former  chairman  of 
Long  March,  told  Sampan  the  amount 
raised  is  too  small  to  distribute.  He 
maintains  the  recession  prevents  him 
from  attempting  to  raise  sufficient 
funds,  but  that,  if  the  economy 
recovers,  he  may  schedule  another 
fundraiser. 

iDemocracy’s  Mission 

According  to  to  director  Marshall 
Strauss,  the  Democracy  for  China 
Fund  has  been  able  to  get  money  into 
China  to  help  massacre  victims  by  rely¬ 
ing  on  persons  living  in  China  who  have 
bank  accounts  in  the  United  States,  or 
by  delivering  the  money  personally. 

Humanitarian  relief  is  a  new  project 
for  the  Democracy  for  China  Fund, 
said  Strauss,  and  is  not  their  primary 
mission.  The  Democracy  for  China 
Fund  was  set  up  to  provide  information 
on  China  to  western  journalists,  policy 
analysts,  lobbyists,  and  scholars.  At  the 
same  time,  the  China  Fimd  provides 
information  to  pro-democracy  activists 
in  China.  "We’re  a  bridge  between  the 
pro-democracy  community  and  others 
that  support  the  effort,"  said  Strauss. 

The  China  Fund  was  established  in 
1990.  Strauss  claims  ten  years  of 
fundraising  experience,  having  worked 
for  the  Child  Welfare  League  of 
America  and  the  Physicians  for  Social 
Responsibility. 

The  China  Fund  holds  major  fund- 
raking  events,  featuring  such  speakers 
as  Senators  Kerry  and  Kennedy.  Be¬ 
tween  January  and  October  of  1991  the 
group  raised  about  $100,000.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  their  annual  report,  the  money 
was  spent  mostly  on  "Consulting  and 
staff  fees,"  "Travel,"  "Telephone,"  and 
"Rent."  Another  $45,000  held  by  the 
Walker  Ecumenical  Center  until  the 
China  Fund  was  approved  for  tax  ex¬ 
empt  status,  was  not  reflected  in  the 
report. 

Strauss  attributes  the  success  of  his 
organization  to  its  ability  to  directly 
contact  the  Social  Democratic  party 
and  the  underground  movement  ii 
China.  He  also  noted,  "It  is  very  impor¬ 
tant  to  establish  an  organization  that  is 
accountable  so  that  people  can  tell  how 
the  money  is  being  used.

monkeys,  and  other  animals 
resemble  a  creation  story.  The 
animals  are  calmly  roaming 
through  the  trees,  drinking 
from  rivers,  or  nesting  in  the 
flowers.  Each  stitch  is  minute 
and  perfectly  executed,  giving 
a  magical  three-dimensional 
effect.  Khang  was  the  cover 
artist  for  this  year’s  Chinese 
New  Year  edition  of  Sampan. 

Taking  center  stage  is  Li 
Min  Mo’s  "Buddha  Nature,"  a 
somewhat  crowded  mixed 
media  installation  using 
natural  and  man-made 
materials.  Mo’s  story-telling 
vent  is  suggested  by  the  arran¬ 
gement  of  twisting,  curving 
vines  reaching  from  ceiling  to 
floor,  as  if  they  were  the  lines 
of  someone’s  life.  Black 
Chinese  characters  alluding  to 
the  sadness  of  dying  in  a 

foreign  country  are  written  in 
simd  on  the  floor.  Beside  the 
vines  and  characters.  Mo  has 
arranged  three  colored  can¬ 
vases  displaying  wool,  fishing 
lures,  and  other  ephemerally. 
Stones  are  set  at  odd  points, 
alluding,  to,  I  imagine,  the  fric¬ 
tion  between  what  is  per¬ 
manent  and  what  changes. 
Although  Mo’s  title  for  the 
work,  and  her  artistic  state¬ 
ment  help  us  to  understand 
the  piece,  it  doesn’t  quite 
cohere.  The  delicate,  yet  ten¬ 
sile  vines  and  the  expressive 
characters  would  have  been 
enough  for  this  installation,  in 
my  opinion. 

Other  outstanding  works 
featured  on  this  floor  are  two 
iridescent  blue-glazed 
ceramics  by  Hideoki 
Miyamura,  and  an  abstract, 
subtlely-hued  copper  boat 
created  by  Yashiko 
Yamamoto.  Another  copper 
piece,  Yam2unoto’s  "Wing,"  is 
a  surprise  -  a  curving,  metal 
wing  with  a  burnished  patina  - 
just  a  hint  of  flight.  Both  of 
Yamamoto’s  pieces  are  excit¬ 
ing  designs  that  challenge  the 
viewer  to  imagine  beyond  the 
symmetry  of  ordinary  things. 

Themes  of  transcendence 
and  spirituality  inform  the 
work  on  the  second  floor.  Up 
here,  the  show  gets  very  inter¬ 
esting.  "The  Spirit  of  the  Dead 
Watching"  is  a  collaborative 
graveyard  by  Filipino  Genera 
Banzon  and  Warwick  Mc¬ 
Leod,  a  New  Zealander.  At 
first  glance,  it  might  be  easy  to 
dismiss:  plastic  bodies  holding 
umbrellas  as  they  float  to 


heaven;  real,  earth-smelling 
soil,  seedlings  and  leaves.  But 
stay  with  this  piece,  or  walk 
around  and  come  back,  as  I 
did.  As  you  look  closely  at  the 
small  graves  on  the  left  side 
you’ll  see  pictures  of  home, 
postcards,  houses,  trinkets. 
These  seem  to  be  sinking  into 
a  bed  of  dead  leaves.  If  you 
look  to  the  right-sided 
graveyard,  you’ll  see  pink  plas¬ 
tic  figures  set  on  top  of  what 
looks  to  be  graves  that  are 
growing  out  of  fresh  dirt. 

Banzon-Warwick  provide  a 
diagram  of  their  life  travels  - 
their  parallel  journeys  to 
countries  above  the  equator, 
and  their  final  landing  in 
America.  The  work  is  a  chal¬ 
lenge  to  our  western  idea  that 
death  can  be  forgotten,  put 
away.  Their  dual-artistic  state¬ 
ment  explains  this,  written  in 
illustrative  calligraphy  that 
defies  newsprint  quotation. 
You  have  to  see  it  to  read  it. 

What  this  work  might  need 
is  less  emphasis  on  the  duality 
between  the  dead  graves  and 
the  live  ones.  I  would  like  to 
see  the  regenerative  graves 
blended  with  the  sinking  ones. 
The  left/right  display  lends  an 
unnecessarily  rational  tone  to 
what  is,  fundamentally,  a 
wonderfully  quirky  version  of 
the  spirit  seeing  peace. 

"On  the  Way  Toward  En¬ 
lightenment,  Mr.  Moto  Gets 
Caught"  walks  the  precarious 
line  between  aesthetics  and 
social  statement.  Artist  Elaine 
Sayoko  Yoneoka,  known  for 
her  stunning  raku  (ceramic) 
tile  works,  has  created  a  chal¬ 
lenging  installation  merging 
raku,  pastel,  paper,  metal,  clay 
and  black  slag  (an  industrial 
material). 

What  first  strikes  the 
viewer  is  Yoneoka’s  combina¬ 
tion  of  the  very  beautiful  with 
the  ordinary,  the  pointed  nar¬ 
rative  with  the  spare  abstract. 
The  slag,  for  instance,  almost 
shining  in  its  dark  brilliance,  is 
both  a  desert  backgroimd  for 
the  drama  occurring,  or  a  Zen 
garden.  Hand-made  paper 
stones  and  raku  tiles 
punctuate  the  slag  carpet.  A 
large  pastel  drawing  of  blues, 
greens,  golds  and  purples 
faces  the  black  expanse.  Grop¬ 
ing  toward  that  pastel  vision  is 
the  clumsy  shape  of  Mr.  Moto, 
caught  m  a  tangle  of  barbed 
wire  emanating  from  a  tin  and 
wood  watchtower.  The 
watchtower  and  Mr.  Moto,  of 
course,  refer  to  the  experience 
of  thousands  of  Japanese 
Americans  who  were  im¬

prisoned  in  internment  camps 
during  World  War  II. 

Mr.  Moto  is  the  unplanned 
interruption  in  what  would 
have  been  a  serene  con¬ 
templation,  a  smooth  journey 
toward  enlightenment.  Crude¬ 
ly  shaped,  like  the  watchtower, 
he  is  a  bold  contrast  to  the 
beauty  of  the  rest  of  the  work. 
That’s  a  brave  leap  for  an  artist 
to  make,  and  it’s  the  heart  of 
Yoneoka’s  late-century  state¬ 
ment  on  what  has  generally 
been  a  hushed  story  in 
American  history.  The  work  is 
paradoxical  and  thought- 
provoking,  as  well  as  one  of  the 
most  aesthetically  pleasing  in 
the  whole  show. 

Other  outstanding  work  is 
by  Lei-Sanne  Doo,  whose 
monotypes  "Ripen"  (a  series  of 
two),  capture  the  sense  of 
coming-into-being  with  her 
sure  lines  of  blue-black  ink 
and  white  light.  Ikuko  Kawai 
Bums  also  amazes  with  her 
bronze  sculptures  that  seem  to 
suggest  a  reservoir  of  detail 
and  memory:  "Queen  of  the 
Roses"and  "Woman  with  a 
Broken  Pitcher."  The  most  in¬ 
teresting  of  the  two,  "Woman 
with  a  Broken  Pitcher,"  is  an 
astounding  portrayal,  in  ver¬ 
digris  bronze,  of  a  fragmented 
figure  of  a  woman  against  a 
shattered  corner.  At  her  feet 
are  broken  shards  of  pottery. 
The  shapes  are  intriguing,  and 
despite  the  theme  of  fragmen¬ 
tation,  imusually  solid,  almost 
whole,  suggesting  a  moment 
caught  in  time,  before  it  chan¬ 
ges. 

In  addition  to  the  artists 
mentioned  above,  the  follow¬ 
ing  are  included  in  the  show:

Linda  Liu  Behar  (fiber);

Vietnamese  communities  was 
only  shared  informally,  among 
social  workers.  Now,  however, 
in  a  project  that  will  serve  as  a 
national  model.  Metropolitan 
Indochinese  Children  and 
Adolescent  Services 
(MICAS)  will  be  implement¬ 
ing  methods  of  treating  sub¬ 
stance  abuse  tailored  to  the 
Southeast  Asian  community.

The  project  serves  Cam¬ 
bodian  and  Vietnamese 
families  living  in  Boston,  Chel¬ 
sea,  Lynn,  Quincy  2md  Revere 
and  is  based  on  a  comprehen¬ 
sive  model  that  includes  family 
involvement  and  community 
education. 

Members  of  the  class 
relied  on  their  own  work  ex¬ 
perience  to  test  some  of  the 
theories  discussed  in  the 
course.  Engley  Peou,  who 
works  in  Lynn  advising  preg¬ 
nant  teens  in  the  Cambodian 
community,  used  information 
from  the  course  to  explain  to 
the  young  mothers  that  drink¬ 
ing  excessively  after  pregnan¬ 
cy  can  lead  to  alcoholism. 

Unlike  their  American 
counterparts,  most  of  these 
young  women  do  not  drink 
with  fiiends.  Their  problems 
begjn  when  well-intentioned

them  to  drink  after  childbirth. 
Many  Cambodians  believe 
that  alcohol  makes  the  skin 
look  younger,  warms  up  the 
body,  and  relieves  backaches. 
Peou’s  counseling  requires 


a  particular  sensitirity  to  the 
feelings  of  elderly  family  mem¬ 
bers  who  have  the  best  interest 
of  the  young  woman  in  mind. 
She  approaches  the  issue  with 
respect  for  the  traditions  of 
the  Cambodian  community, 
and  she  sets  realistic  goals.  In¬ 
stead  of  advising  the  young 
woman  not  to  drink  at  all,  she 
suggests  she  stop  one  or  two 
months  after  giving  birth. 

"Many  Cambodians  have 
not  heard  about  problems  with 


alcohol  or  with  drugs.  Now  we 
have  the  information  and  we 
can  begin  educating  for  the 
next  generation,"  said  Peou. 

Nivana  Cheng,  who  works 
with  MICAS,  said  the  most 
valuable  lesson  she  gained 
from  the  class  was  how  to 
respect  persons  with  sub¬ 
stance  abuse  problems.  "We 
learned  how  important  it  is  not 
to  blame  the  victim,"  said 
Cheng  who  will  use  her 
knowledge  of  substance  abuse 
when  she  returns  to  Cambodia 
after  living  in  this  country  for 
22  years. 

The  class  members  worked 
on  special  projects  based  on 
problems  in  their  own  com¬ 
munity  work-sites.  The  goal 
was  to  combine  their 
knowledge  of  substance  abuse 
with  culturally  appropriate 
methods  of  treatment.  On  the 
last  day  of  the  course,  groups 
shared  their  studies  with  the 
class.  In  one  study,  Cam¬ 
bodian  professionals  from 
Lowell  examined  how  a  tradi¬ 
tional  intervention  approach 
in  treating  alcoholism  can  be 
used.  They  concentrated  on 
one  particular  man  whose 


depression  over  the  loss  of  his 
two  brothers  in  Cambodia 
caused  him  to  drink  constant¬ 
ly.  Included  in  their  case  study 
was  a  home  assessment  and  a 
treatment  plan  that  would  in¬ 
clude  five  days  of  detoxifica¬ 
tion,  family  therapy,  individual 
counseling.  Alcoholics 
Anonymous,  and  6  weeks  of 
traditional  Cambodian  inter¬ 
vention. 

In  traditional  intervention, 
the  troubled  person  meditates 
with  the  temple  monk,  who  is 
highly  respected  in  Cam¬ 
bodian  culture.  The  medita¬ 
tion  focuses  on  the  five 
Buddhist  principles:  do  not 
kill;  do  not  steal;  do  not  com¬ 
mit  adultery;  do  not  lie  and  do 
not  drink.  At  the  same  time, 
the  monk,  who  works  closely 
with  the  counselor,  explains 
traditional  moral  values,  and 
how  to  control  stress.  The 
troubled  person  is  also  given  a 
blessing  by  the  monk. 

The  group  of  counselors 
said  the  method  has  been  suc¬ 
cessful  in  helping  Cambodians 
who  have  trouble  with  alcohol 
because  drinking  and  drug  use 


are  not  allowed  at  the  temple. 
Also,  the  wisdom  of  monlu  is  , 
so  revered  and  believed  in  the  ! 
community,  it  can  have  a 
therapeutic  effect. 

Another  group  produced  j 
an  illustrated  brochive  on  how  i 
alcohol  influences  the  body.  | 
Included  are  reasons  why  y 
people  chose  drinking,  and  | 
some  of  the  causes  of  \ 
alcoholism  among  Southeast  r 
Asians:  "We  drank  medicinal-  | 
ly  and  acquired  health  i 
problems";  "We  drank  to  erase  f 
problems  and  saw  them  multi¬ 
ply";  and  "We  drank  for 
freedom  and  became  slaves." 

Southeast  Asian  profes¬ 
sionals  provide  an  under¬ 
standing  about  the  causes  of  ^ 
alcoholism  in  their  com¬ 
munities  that  no  American 
counselor  could  match.  Dinh  . 
Pham,  a  Vietnamese  social  • 
worker  interested  in  prevent¬ 
ing  substance  abuse,  names  ] 
stress  from  war  and  resettle-  | 
ment  as  a  cause  of  alcoholism  i 
among  Vietnamese.  In  addi-  ] 
tion,  while  drug  abuse  is  cul¬ 
turally  taboo  in  Vietnamese 
cultme,  alcohol  abuse  is  not. 
Generally,  a  high  tolerance  for 
eilcohol  is  thought  to  make  a 
person  more  artistically  : 
profound  and  physically 
stronger. 

Pham,  who  will  begin  study-  • 
ing  for  a  master’s  in  social 
work  this  fall,  is  concerned 
with  preventing  widespread 
use  of  alcohol  among  Viet¬ 
namese  teen-agers. 

As  another  component  to 
the  project,  MICAS  will  be 
training  ten  Southeast  Asian 
teachers  who  can  provide  sub¬ 
stance  abuse  counseling  to 
Southeast  Asian  teens  in  the 
Boston  Public  Schools.  "We’ve 
found  that  Vietnamese  and 
Cambodian  teens  had  no  ac¬ 
cess  to  some  of  the  large 
amoimts  of  substance  abuse 
information  designed  for 
teens,"  said  Lockwood. 

The  Southeast  Asian  Fami¬ 
ly  Empowerment  Project  tar¬ 
gets  approximately  350 
high-risk  youth  ages  12-19. 
Southeast  Asian  partidpants 
in  the  project  will  also  develop 
a  curriculum  guide  for  teach¬ 
ing  drug  and  alchohol  educa¬ 
tion  to  Asian  students  in 
grades  6  through  12. 

At  a  small  graduation 
ceremony  on  the  last  day  of 
class,  director  of  B.U.’s  Drug 
and  Alcohol  Institute  for 
Policy,  Maryann  Amodeo 
praised  the  group  for  its  will¬ 
ingness  to  tackle  hard  issues.  "I 
won’t  forget  the  warmth  of  this 
class,  and  the  spirit  of  debate. 
This  is  a  highly  intelligent 
group  engaged  in  dealing  with 
some  very  complex  questions," 
said  Amodeo,  who  directed 
the  program  and  tau^t  one  of 
the  main  courses.

"It’s  very  sad  to  watdi  these 
other  organizations  raise  a  lot 
of  money  that  is  wasted.  They 
must  understand  that  if  they 
are  going  to  collect  money, 
they  must  put  it  in  a  bank  and 
be  reachable.  They  must  have 
an  office  so  that  people  can 
mail  a  letter  or  talk  to  them; 
but  they  did  not  even  do  that." 

Strauss  added  that  relief 
aid  is  still  needed  in  China.  "If 
someone  wants  to  donate  and 
is  unsure  about  w^ere  to  send 
it,  they  should  at  least  send  the 
money  to  the  Red  Cross."

Commemoration 

On  June  23  at  6  pm  at  the 
Massachusetts  State  House,  a 
rally  and  candlelight  vigil  will 
make  the  10th  anniversary  of 
Vincent  Chin’s  murder  com¬ 
mitted  by  resentful  and  bitter 
auto  workers  in  Detroit.  This 
incident  sparked  a  nation¬ 
wide  protest  by  Asian  com¬ 
munities. 

The  commemoration  of 
Vincent  Chin’s  murder 
reflects  the  need  to  awaken 
the  Asian  American  com- 
mimity  as  well  as  other  racial 
and  ethnic  communities  to  the 
rise  in  racial  violence  against 
Asians.  This  racial  violence 
manifests  itself  not  only  in 
physical  violence  but  also  in 
verbal  and  symbolic  abuse 
such  as  "Japan-bashing."  Thus, 
the  rally  and  candlelight  vigil, 
which  will  also  occur  in  San 
Francisco,  Los  Angeles, 
Detroit,  and  New  York,  will 
bring  together  different  racial 
communities  to  recognize,  en¬ 
lighten  and  confront  past  and 
on-going  racial  violence  and 
abuse  in  the  United  States 
towards  Asians.  Hence,  the 
vigil  is  also  an  opportimity  to 
build  bridges  with  other  racial 
and  ethnic  communities, 
which  is  particuleirly  impor¬ 
tant  due  to  the  differences  that 
have  arisen  in  the  events  sm- 
rounding  the  Rodney  King 
case  in  Los  Angeles,  specifi¬ 
cally  the  LA.  riots.
